DONATION  PROGRAM  't  %

In  2008,  someone  I met  mentioned  that  they  tried  to  research  some  of  their 
coins  at  a local  library,  but  to  their  dismay,  there  were  no  books  related  to 
numismatics  to  be  found.  Some  checking  revealed  a serious  lack  of  numismatic 
reference  books  available  to  people  in  our  public  libraries  across  the  state. 
As  education  about  numismatics  is  one  of  the  key  goals  of  ILNA,  the  board 
of  governors  set  about  a plan  to  help  Illinois  libraries  have  more  numismatic 
reference  books  on  their  shelves.  Since  Illinois  has  over  600  public  libraries  this 
wasn't  going  to  be  an  easy  or  inexpensive  task.  The  board  formed  a committee 
to  decide  what  books  to  give  away  and  establish  a distribution  system  to  see 
that  the  books  went  to  libraries  that  needed  them.  Having  suggested  the  idea 
to  the  Board,  upon  acceptance  of  the  program,  I was  named  chairman  of  the 
newly  created  Library  Book  Committee.  Michael  Doran,  Donna  Doran  and 
Bill  Burd  were  the  other  board  members  on  the  committee. 

In  Illinois  there  are  1 02  counties.  We  broke  down  the  counties  to  North,  South 
and  Chicago  Metro  areas.  In  our  first  year  $3000  was  approved  by  the  board 
of  governors  for  the  program  and  we  distributed  books  to  48  libraries-  one 
per  county-  in  southern  Illinois.  In  order  to  make  the  greatest  impact  with 
our  limited  resources,  we  had  to  be  thoughtful  in  planning  the  distribution 
of  books.  We  picked  the  largest  town  library  in  each  of  the  southern 
counties.  If  the  town  had  a thriving  coin  club,  usually  a decent  selection  of 
numismatic  books  would  be  on  hand  because  of  donations  already  made 
by  the  numismatic  community  living  there.  If  the  largest  library  already  had 
a complement  of  numismatic  reference  books,  we  chose  the  next  largest 
town  for  our  selection.  We  also  tried  to  pick  libraries  that  put  their  book  lists 
online  or  participated  in  inter-library  book  loaning  programs  in  an  effort  to 
improve  exposure  of  these  publications.  The  next  year  we  sent  to  48  libraries 
in  northern  Illinois  and  the  third  year  of  the  program  we  gave  books  to  eight 
libraries  in  each  of  the  six  major  Chicago  Metro  area  counties. 

In  our  first  three  years  we  sent  books  to  144  libraries,  almost  25%  of  all  the 
libraries  in  Illinois.  The  program  was  deemed  a huge  success  by  the  amount 
of  letters  we  received  thanking  ILNA  for  the  contributions.  In  the  beginning 
board  members  voted  to  allocate  three  years  of  funding  based  on  profits  from 
the  ILNA  annual  coin  show  held  every  September.  As  the  success  of  the  show 
under  Jim  Paicz  has  continued  to  grow,  ILNA  voted  to  continue  the  Library 
Book  Program.  The  library  book  committee  is  now  in  its  fifth  year,  from  which 
240  libraries  in  Illinois  have  received  donations  of  numismatic  books  provided 
by  ILNA.  This  year  the  books  being  sent  out  to  libraries  in  northern  Illinois 
include  the  listed  titles  illustrated  on  the  next  few  pages.

On  the  inside  front  cover  of  each  of  the  books  we  donate  is  an  ILNA  stamp 
with  information  about  our  website  showing  where  new  collectors  can  go  to 
find  out  more  information  about  numismatics  in  their  town  or  area. 

As  of  this  writing,  ILNA  has  spent  more  than  $1 5,000  on  these  library  donations 
in  its  efforts  to  share  Knowledge  thru  Numismatic  Books.  ILNA  is  committed 
to  educate  people  in  numismatics  and  plans  to  continue  the  Library  Book 
Program  indefinitely.  There  is  no  end  in  sight  as  the  board  of  governors  has 
made  this  program  one  of  the  top  priorities  to  continue  each  year  until  we 
have  given  books  to  every  library  in  Illinois.

Started  in  the  1 990's  as  a numismatic 
reference  resource,  the  Numismatic 
Library  of  Chicago  Coin  Company 
now  includes  in  excess  of  3000 
books-  not  including  the  countless 
auction  catalogs,  pamphlets, 
historical  references  and  other 
ephemera.

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After  spending  some  time  with  Mr.  Perdue  at  the 
Central  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  Summer 
Coin  Show  in  July,  we  discussed  his  interest  in 
encased  coins.  By  the  time  the  board  meeting  was 
underway  that  afternoon,  he  was  volunteering  his 
knowledge  of  the  subject  as  content  for  the  Digest.

An  "Encased  Coin"  is  a coin,  usually  a cent,  that  has  been 
forcibly  inserted  into  an  aluminum  blank  or  washer. 
Then  it  is  placed  into  a press  that  squeezes  the  ring 
to  hold  the  coin  tight  and  adds  advertisements  and 
other  elements  to  the  encasement.  Frequently  one 
side  will  have  a slogan  such  as  "Keep  Me  and 
Have  Good  Luck".  Hence  these  cents  were  called 
"lucky  pennies".  These  were  sold  to  businesses  as 
advertising  pieces,  and  to  tourists  as  souvenir  pieces. 
They  could  be  customized  with  a wide  variety  of 
information,  including  "Name",  "Address",  "Phone 
Number"  and  advertising  slogans. 

Encased  coins  are  classified  as  a token.  Tokens  include,  but  are  not  limited  to 
love  tokens,  encased  cents  (or  coins),  elongated  cents,  and  trade  or  advertising 
tokens.  Encased  coins  are  recognized  by  TAMS  (Token  and  Medal  Society)  as 
trade  tokens  as  they  have  the  implied  value  of  at  least  one  cent. 

The  encasement  usually  has  good  luck  symbols  such  as  the  horseshoe,  wishbone 
or  four-leaf  clover  and  many  contain  all  three.  The  first  encased  coins  showed  up 
around  the  "turn  of  the  century  (1 900)"  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition  Buffalo, 
N.Y.  Encased  coins  containing  coins  dated  prior  to  1 901  are  known,  but  appear 
to  have  been  created  after  1 901  or  contain  a coin  that  replaced  the  original  coin. 
After  1 901  encased  coins  can  be  found  advertising  restaurants,  expositions,  world 
fairs,  and  just  about  any  business  you  can  name. 

Encased  coins  are  generally  recognized  as  those  that  are  encased  in  a metallic 
ring.  However  a wider  definition  might  encompass  any  coin  encased  in  another 
substance  as  long  as  the  coin  is  visible.  So  what  else  qualifies?  How  about  coins 
encased  in  plastic  as  a paperweight?  Or  coins  encased  in  pocket  mirrors  as 
advertising  pieces.  Key  chains  witn  plastic  encasements,  belt  buckles,  jewelrv', 
and  clocks  to  name  a few.  Slabbed  coins  (graded  by  a grading  serv'ice)  are  NOT 
encased  coins  as  the  encasement  of  the  coin  is  to  protec't  it  from  environmental 
factors  and  to  assure  the  buyer  and  the  seller  that  the  coin  is  certified  as  to  grade, 
condition  and  authenticity.

A wide  variety  of  shapes  are  also  known  for  encased  coins.  The  best  known  are 
the  round  encasements  which  vary  in  size  from  28  MM  to  as  large  as  50  MM. 
Then  there  are  bell  shaped  encasements,  horseshoe,  frying  pan,  loaf  of  bread, 
and  a Teddy  Bear  piece  is  known  as  well.

There  are  encasements  shaped  like  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  cents  encased  in  a 
wooden  nickel  or  wooden  dollar  and  the  classic  chamber  pot  shape  as  well. 

There  are  very  few  books  about  encased  coins.  The  best  known  is  'The  Penny 
Man"  by  Bryan  G.  Ryker.  It  tells  the  story  of  Frederick  Earl  Fankhauser  who  sold 
encased  cents  to  businesses.  He  added  his  name  to  many  of  his  pieces  allowing 
us  to  attribute  these  pieces  to  him.  He  lived  in  Fort  Wayne,  IN  and  many  of  his 
pieces  are  from  Fort  Wayne  and  the  surrounding  area. 

Encased  coins  as  advertising  pieces  usually  have  a business  name  on  them. 
Frequently  this  included  an  address  with  the  city  and  state,  but  not  always.  There 
are  other  pamphlets/catalogs  listing  pieces  from  various  states  and  an  extensive 
Maverick  index.  What  is  a "Maverick"?  Pieces  which  cannot  be  readily  attributed 
to  a particular  city  and  state  are  called  "Mavericks". 

This  piece  at  right  is  easy  to  attribute  as  the  business 
name  and  address  including  city  and  state  are 
clearly  listed. 

Encased  collectors  collect  pieces  in  a variety 
of  ways.  Many  collect  just  a particular  city 
or  state.  They  often  even  collect  other  tokens 
from  that  area  as  well.  Some  encased  collectors 
collect  by  business  type.  Automobile  dealers, 
banks,  or  from  National  Parks.  Some  collect  by 
date  as  well,  trying  to  get  a set  of  coins  by  date  that 
are  encased.  There  are  as  many  ways  to  collect  encased 
coins  as  there  are  collectors.  ECl  (Encased  Collectors  International)  http:/Avww. 
encasedcollectorsinternational.org  is  the  only  collecting  organization  the  deals 
exclusively  with  encased  coin  collectors.  Most  that  I know  belong  to  TAMS  (Token 
and  Medal  Society)  as  well.  My  website  www.encasedcoins.info  and  the  ECl  site 
are  the  only  two  wel:)sites  I am  aware  of  that  deal  with  encased  coins.  ^

BOURSE  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 


Jim  Paicz  notified  the  Board  that  ILNA  omitted  the  Indiana  State  Numismatic 
Association  ad  which  was  to  run  in  the  Summer  Digest.  ILNA  and  Indiana  State 
have  an  agreement  to  run  ads  in  each  others  Digest  at  no  charge.  Due  to  the 
ILNA  oversight,  Indiana  State  asked  that  ILNA  make  a donation  to  their  youth 
auction.  Andrew  Reiber  suggested  ILNA  make  a $1 45  donation.  The  board  had 
a discussion  and  it  was  suggested  a tenth  ounce  gold  eagle  be  donated  instead. 
Bruce  Perdue  made  a motion  for  ILNA  to  donate  the  tenth  ounce  gold  eagle, 
seconded  by  Tim  Guest,  passed  unanimously. 

Paicz  asked  the  Board  if  ILNA  will  continue  to  hold  its  show  at  the  Tinley 
Park  Convention  Center.  In  the  discussion  of  rising  convention  cost  at  3%  per 
year  it  was  decided  the  convention  center  was  a good  location  and  the  show 
would  continue  to  be  held  there.
